NEWS FROM COUNCIL BLUFFS

People on Out-Off Island Demand Police
Frotection of the Counoil

WILL HAVE A CALABOCSE AT ONCE

Mayor Orders n Polies Foree and a Lock Up
for the Nebhrnaka slide of the River—
Other Waork of the
Counell,

The council met last evening with Mayor
Lawrenve nand  Aldermen Tibbitts, Geaves,
Pace, Smith and Gelse present, The bids
for Hiling up of ¢ortuin lands that have been
coverad with water, wore opened and niter
belng read were roferred to the cily
evgineer for tabulation. Considerable dis-
clenion nruse as to the advisability of Hiling
some of the lots on which the waler would
probably have dried up belore the con-
tractors got to work on them. A motion to
roject all the bids was made by Smith and
carried, after which a resolution was
passed authorizing tho engineer and the com-
wnittoo on stroots and alleys to mako such
contracts for tilling in all lots where notico
hus boen servea ag their judgmens shail inal-
cate. A rosolution from the board of health
declaring several lots in Hall's and Uraw-
ford's naditions to be nulsances wus con-
curred in and the inarshal waos instrueted to
serve the nocessary notice for abatemont,

A petition was presantod from forty-th ree
property ownoers on Cut-OX island, st ating
that the place was becoming u rendoezvous for

tough churaclers as a  resuit  of the
lack  of pohiee  protection, and asking
that two polive oftleers sud o calaboose

bo givens thom. Mayor Lawrance stated tnat
be nad mwude partink arcangeme nts for a
butlding to be usoa as a ealaboose aud court
room. He recommended that telephonic
communication be eatnblished vetween the
police headguarters and the Cut-Off eala-
boose, It was decided to aet in accordut co
with tho mayor's recommendation,

Aldermnn Graves rogistered o large able-
bodied kick 1w bebnlf of his constituents in
the Sixth ward on account of the lack of
policy protection fn that partofl thoe eity, He
sabd that bardly o night passod that o drun-
Ken row did not thko plnca on the street, in
which men and womoen by tho score or more
took part. The police never came any far-
thor west than Sikteenth street, and ho
thoaght his part of the eity nesded police

rotection ns much as or more than Cut-Off,
This speech met with & cold, clummy resep-
tion from the mayor, who showed his appre-
clution of tho alderman’s remarks by sug-
gesting that all the city buildings be painted
the same shade of red,

Muayor Lawrenco stated that he had ap-
polnted Ellsworth Ensdalo as speeinl poljea-
man for the northwestern part of the eity,
and George Scanlan as clerk, sergeant and
all-around wan for the police force. The ap-
pointments were ratitied. He also stated
that he had made o year's controct with
John Haommer for s dumplng ground for
$12.50 per year.

A petitlon was read from Chiefl of 1olico
Scanlan asking that a telephone be put in at
his House so as to enable him to put in
l\\‘(‘nl,\'-fuur hours n day whon necessary, in-
siead of culy eichtecen as ot present, The
potition was grautad.

Alderman Graves moved that nn appro-
priation of #1253 be made for the purpose of
buying 8 wagon whichh should bs in more
perfect accord with the eternal fitness ot
things In the city eloctrician's du]\ul‘lmuul.
The motion was again referreil to the com-
mitteo of the whole.
